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GORMAN'S HAND 


GUIDES THE DEMOCRATS THROUGH 
ANOTHER DAY. 


VICE PRESIDENT MORTON IN A STEW. 


He Is Compelled to Reverse His Own Rul- 
ings, and the Democrats Run Him 
a Hot Race. 


WASHINGTON, January 21. —[Special.] — 
Senator Gorman outgeneraled the republicans 
again today, and poor old Granny Hoar and 
his gang of partisans have not been able to 
tell all day whether they wero afloat or sink- 
ing. : 

Vice President Morton got himself consid- 
erably mixed late yesterday afternoon, when 
Mr. Aldrich moved to take up the cloture 
rule, and as the democrats made no apparent 
objections, he forgot to announge the motion 
carried, but simply had the clerk read the reso- 
‘lution. p | 

The secretary of the senate filled in Mr. 
Morton’s neglect to announce the vote carried, 
and entered the motion upon the journal as 
carried, and had it read that the chair so an- 
nounced. Perhaps Mr. Gorman’s failure to 
object last evening was due to a perception on 
his part of the omission of the vice president. 
At any rate, the first thing he did this 
morning was to object to the approval 
of the journal without amendment, and he at 
once proceeded to give his reasons for the 
same. 

\  MORTON’S MORTIFICATION. 

Vice president Morton acknowledged his 
error and further reversed his ruling of last 
sight that one senator had no right to yield 
the floor to another. 

When Mr. Gorman had finished, the repub- 
cans made no objections to amending the 
journal, and called for a vote. Mr. .Gorman, 
however, shrewdly stated that the question 
was of too great importance not to be discussed 
fully, and one ofter another, the democrats 
have been speaking on it all day. 

Senator Eustis, of Louisiana, in speaking on 
the journal this afternoon, took occasion to 
excoriate Hoarin the choicest but most cut- 
ting language. He eloquently and 
thoroughly skinned the partisan old 
sinner. Hoar wiggled and twisted in 
his seat, turned red and white 
by turns, would rush out of the chamber and 
then back again, and indeed showed by his 
every action that he felt the words of the elo- 
quent Louisianian keenly. 

HOAR MAKES A CIRCUS. 

When Eustis concluded, Hoar was in a per- 
fect rage, and made such an exhibition of him- 
self that the galleries became convulsed with 
laughter. At one time he became so wrought 
up in his denunciations of ‘‘outrages in Louis- 
lana” that, doubling both fists and trembling 
with rage, he commenced walking rapidly 
jowartis the center aisle. At this moment 
Senator Eustis saw his opportunity to make a 
ridi¢uJous spectacle of Hoar, and as the latter 
was shaking his fists fiercely, Eustis threw 
soth arms before his face and dodged behind 
bis chair, as if to escape an attack from Hoar. 
A perfect shout of laughter went up from the 
floor and the galleries. The audience was so 
tompletely convulsed that Hoar was compelled

» VEST HOLDS THE FORT. 

The debate went on, and at midnight it is 
stillin progress. ~ 

Senator Vest has had the floor since 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. He talked continuously from 
4o’closk to 10 o’clock, when the point of no 
quorum was made by a democrat, in order that 
Senator Vest might get a rest. Since that 
time the sergeant-at-arms has been out in 
search of absent senators. He captured a dine 
ner party of republican senators, who were, 
figuratively speaking, dragged before the bar 
of the senate, resplendent in full dress suits. 
There have been afew short spats between 
Gray and Senator Aldrich, over the authority 
of the sergeant-at-arms to compel the attend- 
wnce of a quorum, but otherwise the senate 
has been idle since 10 0’clock. Senator Vest, 
x10wever, holds the floor to continue his speech 
when a quorum appears. 

INGALLS AGAINST THE FORCE BILL. 

Senator Ingalls left the’ chamber an hour 
ago to go to Kansas. Before leaving, how- 
ever, he paired with Senator Allison, a repub- 
lican, against both the cloture rule and the 
force bill. This action of Ingalls, while not 
entirely unexpected by the democrats, has, 
nevertheless, created a sensation in the repub- 
ranks. His action makes the senate 

nd evenly divided on the force bill—forty- 
four for and forty-four against it. This is pro- 
viding all the republicans, except Ingalls, 
Wolcott, Teller, Stewart, Washburn, Stanford, 
and Jones of Nevada, vote for the cloture 
rule and the force bill. The democrats, how- 
ever, expect Mitchell, of Oregon, Cameron, 
and perhaps Quay, to join them, which means 
n anti-majority. 

A roll call just had at 12 o’clock developed 
the fact that no quorum could be gotten, and 


Aldrich and Hoar gave up the fight, and | 


moved adjournment. 

The democrats have decidedly the best of 
the situation at present. Mr. Vest is entitled 
to the floor, and will continue his speech to- 
morrow.

| When he got through the record of the morning 


business, Mr. Gorman requested the secretary to 
read the remainder of the journal more slowly. 
The secretary read : 

“On motion of Mr. Aldrich that the senate re- 
sume consideration of the resolution to amend 
the rules as to the limitation of debate, it was 
determined in the affirmative, when, on motion 
of Mr. Aldrich, at 6:10 o'clock, the senate ad- 
journed,” 

MR. GORMAN RISES, 

Mr. Gorman asked whether the question before 
the senate was on the approval of the journal. 

The Vice President~Yes. 

Mr. Gorman—Have I the right to the floor on 
that motion? 

The Vice President—The senator has the right 
to make a motion for the correction of the journal, 

Mr. Gorman—I move to strike out the last clause 
read by the secretary as tothe motion of Mr. Al- 
drich. It was determined in the affirmative. He 
made the motion, he said, because it had occurred 
that the journal was not correct in that particular. 
It was not for the purpose of interfering with the 
consideration of the resolution for the amend- 
ment of the rules that he made the motion, but it 
was that the journal might contain the exact truth 
of what occurred in the body. No senator 
in the majority or minority could 
for a moment submit to permitting \the entry. to 
be made that the questign had been carried when 
the roll was not put and announced. Mr. Gorman 
read the report of the proceedings from The Con- 
gressional Recordin support ot his position, and, 
commenting upon the ruling of the vice presi- 
dent, said< “No one who has the slightest idea of 
parliamentary law could have made sucha de- 
cision in the teeth of the rulesof the senate and 
in violation of all laws that govern legislative 
bodies, No presiding officer, no matter who he 
be, can take a senator from the floor when, by the 
rules, he has the right toit. Ido not believethe 
senate will permit the journal to stand which de- 
Clares a falsehood.” 

After referring to revolutionary proceedings in 
three or four state legislatures, Mr. Gorman said 
that it would not do Yor the vice president to say 
that he would ignore the law and trample on the 
rights of states, and that no longer nomial the law 

overn. ‘“*When you do it, sir,” he said, address- 
ng himself to the vice president, ‘you take a 
responsibility such as no man living in this land 
of ours has ever assumed. You set an example for 
any lawless man, or combination, to trample down 
the constitution of his country or the law of his 
State. Insignificant as is the proposition (as to the 
adoption of the resolution), the question goes be- 
ond that, and I beg you and the senate to pause. 
tus go on in order; let us respect the rights of 
each other ; let us observe the rules that have been 
provided,” 
MR. ALDRICH’S STATEMENT. 
Mr. Aldrich intimated that the~ morning hour 


was being consumed in the discussion of a matter 


of no practical importance. He was willing to. 


concede that the vice president had not declared 
the motion carried, and he had no objection to the 


* motion to amend the journal ; that he would, at 11 


o’clock, when the morning hour expired, move 
that the senate proceed to the consideration of the 
resolution, and that there could be no question as 
to the exact rights and status of all parties con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Gorman questioned Mr. Aldrich’s statement 
that there was nothing of practical importance be- 
fore the senate. There was a question of great 
practical inportance before it. It was the question 
whether in the senate the rights of representatives 
of states should be preserved, or whether they 
should be stricken down by acombination be- 
reg the senator on the floor and the vice presi- 

ent. 

If the senate would correct the journal that 
would terminate the matter and would, he trusted, 
terminate it forever,and he hoped that there never 
would be such an attempt repeated, either de- 
signed or secretly. He, therefore, asked fora vote 
on his motion, which he would construe and 
which, he believed, the country would construe as 
the correction of the great wrong perpetrated in 
the senate yesterday. 

Mr. Sherman hoped that the vice president 
would decide the question as to whether the jour- 
nal was correct or not. 

Mr. Harris said that the vice president had no 
right to decide such a question. It was for the 
senate to determine it. “Mr. Sherman not being 
here when this occurred, I ask the presiding 
officer to state whether the chair announced the 
result of the vote. lIask for my information.’”’ 

The Vice President—The chair from hig own 
recolléction, supported by The Congressional 
Record, is of the opinion that, while putting the 

uesticn on the motion made by the senator from 

hode Island, he did not formally declare it as 
carried through. He stated the ayes appeared to 
have it and he will therefore again submit the 
question to the senate. 

Mr. Harris—That is the exact fact. 

Mr. Sherman—Then I do not hesitate a moment 
to vote to correct the journal. 

NO REFLECTION ON MORTON. 

The Vice President—The chair will state in ad- 
dition that, after the matter was called to his at- 
tention yesterday afternoon, he refreshed his 
memory and referred to The Congressional Record 
this morning with the result announced. 

The discussion drifted off tothe custom of the 
presiding officer keeping a list of senators who 
desired to speak on a measure. The custom was 
condemned by some senators and approved by 
others. Inthe course of the discussion several 
democratic senators—Messrs. Gibson, Morgan, 
Butler and Harris—disclaimed any desire to cast 
arefiection on the vice president, Mr. Gibson 
adding: “He has treated us with perfect candor 
and courtesy, and I think that the senators should 
vie with each other in treating him in the same 
way.” 

After the discussion had continued for an hour 
and a half, Mr. Hale inquired what had become of 
the motionto correct the journal, and was told 
that the yeas and nays had been ordered. He sug- 
gested, in view of what had taken place on both 
sides, and in view of the statement of the chair, 
that the order for the yeasand nays be withdrawn, 
and the motion was agreed to by unanimous con- 


Sent. 


Mr. Gorman could not consent to that. He 
thought it important (after the memorandum pre- 
sented by the vice president) that there should be 
a record made, and he, therefore, could not with- 
draw the call tor the yeas and nays. 

Mr. Gorman disclaimed any idea of reflecting 
on the clerk or secretary who prepared the jour- 
nal. He believed that the journal clerk had done 
his full and entire duty, and was bound to take 
note of the fact that the vice president announced 
that the resolution was before the senate. What 
he had said this norning was said, not for the 
purpose of reflecting on the clerk, or on the vice 
president, but he thought that, taking the pro- 
ceedings on Mr. Aldrich’s motion, in connection 
with the ruling earlier in theday, which took him 
from the floor, there was a trampling on the rights 
of senators and the destruction of 
free speech in the senate. It wasa marked case, 
and for those who were to come after (4nd not for 
the purpose of reflecting specially on the presiding 
officer or clerks) he thought that the record should 
be made clear and cowplete and perfect, and that 
the senate should, by its vote, correctan outrage 
which had occurred in the previous day’s proceed- 
ings. 

. MORGAN DESIRES AN EXPLANATION, 

Mr. Morgan stated the circumstances under 
which he was ignored yesterday by the vice presi- 
dent, although, he said, he had addressed the 
chair four or five times, and although the chair 
was looking him fullin the face as he did so 
It was not to be disguised, he said, that for the 
most of the day, yesterday, there was an arrange- 
ment that Mr. Aldrich was to be recognized as 
next in order to move to take up his resolution— 
no matter who got the floor first, in actual prece- 
cence. 

Mr. Daniel said that Mr. Sherman was entirely 
mistaken if he regarded the action of any demo- 
cratic senator a8 intending to imply any criti- 
cism on the clerks. So far from criticism, they 
deserved approbation. As tothe presiding ofticer, 
no one charged that he had acted othe than 
as he had conceived it to be his duty. At the 
same time, the republican senators should recog- 
nize the fact that the positions which the demo- 
cratic side had taken were cerrect in themselves. 
There had been tour errors in the rs yesterday, 
all of them against the democratic side, but yet 
there was not the vaguest suspicion that the vice 
president had been actuated by the least improper 
motive.

WASHINGTON, January 21,—(Special.}—

time. 

The previous question had been ordered, on 
approving| yesterday’s journal, when the fiery 
and impetuous Arkansas democrat, Mr. Rogers, 
took the floor and made a rather savage at- 
tack upomSpeaker Reed. Rogers and Reed 
are the bitterest of personal enemies and the 
Arkansan never neglects an opportunity to 
score a point upon the Maine man.

Had today’s testimony been made public 
on Monday many believe it might 
have defeated Senator Cameron's re-election.

MOVING THEIR CAMP. 


Latest Developments in the Indian Coun- 
try. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, January 21.—This morn- 
ing all troops, with the exception of the First in- 
fantry, broke camp and moved to the banks of 
Cravon creek, about four miles south of the 
agency. The First infantry remains on the site it 
has occupied for the last two months, a short dis- 
tance from the agent’s quarters. The present site 
places the Indians between the troops and the 
agency. 

The redskins look upon this move with appre- 
hension, and have accordingly doubled their 
pickets and are preparing for an emergency. Gen- 
eral Brooke has established his headquarters in 
camp. while General Miles remains at the agency. 
About 120 Brules and Sioux have abandoned the 
Ogallala camp and established a camp of their 
own, Lg tyger toreturning to Rosebud under 
Captain , of the N inth infantry.

The Grantand the 
Lyceum were opened in September, the fo-mor 
by EmmaJuach and the latter by Julia Mar- 
lowe. 

The growth of the attendance on the spring 
meetings of the Memphis Jockey Club finally 
demonstrated the absolute necessity of better 
accommodations, and spurred the association 
up tothe point of making needed improve- 
ments. While they were about it, they decided 
to do it properly, and had plans drawn for one 
of the finest grand!stands in|the country, which 
will be completed in time for the spring 
races. It will be built of iron, and 
the roof supported by the cantilever plan 
so as to have no annoying posts to obstruct the 
view at any point. The estimated cost of the 
stand is $25,000, and more will have to be 
spent to make the surroundings correspond. It 
is also proposed to hold a fall race meeting at 
Memphis hereafter, but this matter has not yet 
been finally decided. :

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A Suggestion to Democrats. 

We have received a letter from a prom- 
inent citizen of middle Georgia which is 
so full of sound suggestions that we can- 
not refrain from making a few extracts 
therefrom, although it was not written for 
publication.y The writer of the letter is 


not a politician in the ordinary: meaning | 
of that term, but he is a man of influence | 


and a thinker, and he has a deep interest 
in the welfare of the democratic party, 
and in the success of democratic prin- 
ciples. 

“The absolute equality of silver and 
gold as to coinage privileges and debt- 
paying capacity,’ says our correspondent,

right. The interests of the masses in this 
country are largely bound up in this ques- 
tion. It is just as necessary—if not more 
necessary—that there should be a return 
by the government to democratic financial 
methods, as that democratic tariff views 
should prevail, and no party that fails to 
recognize this fact is worthy of the con- 
fidence and support of the people in 1892.”

Here’s Prison Reform! 

The people of this country have heard a 
great deal about prison reform, and, indeed, 
the inhumanity of many jailers to theik pris- 
oners has frequently made it necessary. But 
it remained for Chicago to take the lead in 
this, since she has been somewhat behind in 
the world’s fair business, and that she is in 
the lead no one will doubt who reads the 
story. 

There is in that great city a sheriff whose 

= ; 

name-is Gilbert. He ni charge of many 
prisoners and is very popular with all of 
them. His belief is that when a m com- 
mits a crime the jail should be made so at- 
tractive to him that he will never leave it, 
and thus run the risk of repeating the crime. 
In order to keep them out of temptation he 
treats them like lords. Here is his bill of 
fare: 

Kreakfast—Ham and eggs, steak, broiled white- 
fish, veal cutlets, plain or breaded; baked, fried 
or lyonnaise potatoes; mackerel and picked -cod- 
fish on order. 

Dinner—Soup, varied according to days (Fridays 
furnishing oyster soup and clam and fish chow- 
der), beef, vegetable, mulligatawny, mock turtle, 
puree of pea, bean, rice, etc.; roast beef, roast 
pork, roast mutton, roast veal, corned beef and 
cabbage, jowl and spinach; vegetables—potatoes, 
turnips, green peas, lima beans, etc. ; lettuce, with 
egg; dessert—pies and puddings of various kinds. 

Supper—Coffee, tea with sugar and cream, cold 
meats of various kinds, cakes or fruit. 

That is ‘‘prison reform’’ with a vengeance, 
but it works like a charm. Noprisoner who 
once enters the jail ever leaves it, unless he 
is forcibly ejected; and Sheriff Gilbert is too 
kind-hearted to do that. In fact, a man 
considers that he is in great luck to get in 
jail in Chicago now. 

It is feared that the city cannot stand that 
sort of thing long; that the jail will have to 
be enlarged, and the public treasury will 
suffer. But though the board of county 
commissioners do not approve Sheriff Gil- 
bert’s methods, he is determined to carry 
them out while it is possible to do so. He 
is a model official, and he is going to 
prove it. 


Importing Egyptian Cotton. 
Recently * The. New York Times an- 
nounced the arrival in that port of a large 
cargo of Egyptian cotton. It was shipped 
from Alexandria, to be worked up into 
fabrics in New England mills. The cargo 
consisted of 2,150 bales, weighing about 750 
pounds each, and was valued at about 
$350,000, 

This is said to be the largest importation 
of the kind that has ever been made in this 
country, but it is not the first. Although 
the exact figures have not been obtained, it 
is estimated that about 9,000 bales were 
imported last year. In 1885, 4,553 bales of 
Egyptian cotton were imported; in 1886, 
3.815 bales; in 1887, 4,700 bales; in 1888, 
5,792 bales; and in 1889, 8,430 bales. It 
will thus be seen that the importation is in- 
creasing slowly, but surely, and the prices 
range from 104 to 18 cents a pound. The 
average cotton crop of Egypt reaches 450,- 
000 bales, most of which is consumed by 
European mills. The town of Bolton, near 
Manchester, in England, uses only Egyptian 
cotton, and consumes 200,000 bales a year. 

Although the best of the Egyptian cotton 
is far from equal to the Sea Island product, 
its use in this country is a result of the fact 
that the demand for the Sea Island , staple 
has outrun production, The increased de- 
mand has its explanation in the control that 
the southern mills have taken of the mar- 
kets for the coarser fabrics. Im the manu- 
facture of these fabrics the New England 
mills have discovered that they cannot com- 
pete with the south, and the result is that 
more to the production of some of the finer 
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It is for this purpose it is imported, and 
the fact that there is a demand for it ought 
to stimulate the production of the: Sea Is- 
land staple in southeastern Georgia and 
Florida. There is no competition in this 
Egyptian cotton. It is imported simply be- 
cause there is not enough Sea Island cotton 
to supply the demand of the New England 
manufacturers, who are abandoning the 
production. of coarser fabrics because they 
cannot successfully compete with the south- 
ern mills,

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THE RICHMOND AND 
CHANGES MUCH DISCUSSED. 


Something About Captain Green—Gossip 
"About Railroad Men and the 
+. Railroads. 


The telegram in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION 
announcing the elevation of Major Peyton 
Randolph to the third vice presidency of the 
Richmond and Danville Railway Company, 
and the appointment of Captain W. H. Green 
to the position of general manager of the com- 
pany’s system, created a great deal of talk 
among local railroad men. 

They were not greateiy surprised, however, 
for Tue Constitution had predicted such a 
change some six month ago. 

Major Randolph is regarded here as one of 
the best railroad men in the country. His 
election to the third vice presidency is re- 
garded as a fitting recognition of his splendid 
service as general manager. So, too, is Cap- 
tain Green’s appointment as general manager 
regarded an honor well earned. 

The new general manager is one of the most 
thoroughly equipped railroad men in the 
country, and is regarded by the officials of the 
road and everybody else conversant with the 
facts as without a superior in ability. He 
began his railroad career as a machinist in the 
shops of the Columbia and Greenville road. 
After learning all that was to be learned there, 
he was made passenger conductor on that road. 
From that position he was made master of 
trains of the North Carolina railroad— 
from Goldsboro to Charlotte—and later 
was promoted to the position 
of superintendent of the Richmond 
and Danville division of the Richmond and 
Danville system. Thatisthe division from 
Richmond to Charlotte. His next step was 
to the general superintendency of the Rich- 
mond and Danville system, a position he held 
until his appointment as assistant general 
manager of the system. 

His elevation to the general managership 
was considered a question of only a short time, 
as it was understood Major Randolph had ex- 
pressed a desire to be relieved of the 
active work of that _ position. Rail- 
road gossip states that Major Randolph’s 
health has not been good and he has desired to 
go to Europe fora rest. The men who control 
affairs in the Richmond and Danville regard 
Major Randolph as one of the powers of the 
company and as third vice president he will 
still be a very active factor in the company’s 
affairs.

Money in Pecan Trees. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: Pecan growing in the 
south is of late attracting considerable attention, 
at least among those of an investigating turn of 
mind and there is nothing in my humble opinion 
that will pay the investor half so well asa pecan 
grove df the improved varieties. Capital to a con- 
siderable extent is being hawked about over the 
country bunting for safe and profitable invest- 
ment and should some of them stop for one mo- 
ment to consider the certainty and profit of pecan 
growing J feel quite sure that investments in this 
comparatively new enterprise would become more 
frequent. Should this artice fall on the table of 
some one who at the time might be revolving in 
his mind some safe investment for his surplus 
cash let him for a few moments examine my plan 
and figures for a 1,000 acre plant of the most im- 
proved varieties of both paper-shell and hard- 
shell pecans. Then answer the query, am I right? 
My pian in substance is as follows: To purchase 
1,000 acres of suitable land located in the native 
pecan country, in the state of Texas, for which I 
figure at 85 per acre which would be $5,000. For 
the purpose of fencing with wire will say $1.000. 
Will now figure interest on the $6,000 for fifteen 
years at 6 per cent per annum, which would amount 
to $5,400. Add this to above makes a total of $11,400. 
Now take it for granted that we do not get any- 
thing in a paying way until the fifteenth year at 
which time we get one bushel to the tree. Each 
acre containing twenty-five trees would make a 
grand total of 25,000 trees and consequently 25,000 
bushels for our first crop/ Now suppose we only 
realize the small sum of 4 cents per pound 
for the nuts, reckonin fift 
to the bushel which . weed * oe 
per bushel or $50,000, a lowjestimate for the first 
crop. Now deduct from the $50,000 first cost with 
interest and we have the next profit fof $38,600. 
What will be the result from that timeon? Trees 
are getting better, profits r with only twelve 
or twenty-four months te wait for ‘ 
by judicious planting cbuld have a crop every 
year. From bestauthority I can get, I find that 
 ecempy come into paying crops before the time I 

1ave given above. My venerable friend, Mr. W. 
R. Stuart, of Ocean Springs, Miss., writes me that 
he has trees twelve rs vid that produce one 
and a half barrels to tree, equal to four and a 
half bushels. He also states that well cared for 
trees show fruit at from seven to eight years from 
seed, but cannut expect paying crops uatil the 
trees have attained the age of ten years. In above 
I figure nothing for what might occur from the 
sale of hay cut from land or sale of nursery pecan 
stock of which and to which I would advocate con- 
siderable attention from the fact that thinkin 
people are awaking to the interest of pecan cule 
ture and it will be buta few years at most before 
such stock will be sought after with 
and at remunerative ces. Mi. Stuart kindly 
sent me a sample of his two varieties and some to 
whom I showed them said they were made from 
wood to represent pecans, and were pot indeed 
pecans, they being so large.

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EFFECT OF FREE COINAGE ON 
THE MARKET. 


A Rise in the Value of Silver will Operate in 
Favor of American Cotton 
and Wheat. 


The interest in pending silver legislation 
acain brings prominently before the country 
the question of the effect of free coinage upon 
the price of cotton. 

It will be remembered that a good deal was 
said on this subject last fall when the passage 
of the bill directing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to buy each month 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver to be coined into standard dollars of 
4124 grains. The rapid rise in silver was 
much larger than had been expected, and the 
consequent drop back to the neighborhood of $1 
was not unexpected. Again there had been an 
oscillation and the price, pending further legis- 
Jation on the subject, seems to have settledin 
the neighborhood of 107. Even this sum is an 
advance of 13 cents in former quotations, and 
this advance is not likely to be lost, for the 

appear to have done their worst, 
sufticient time has elapsed to 
show how far silver is affected by 
the coinage bill of Jast summer. The pros- 
pect of free coinage, which is likely to take all 
the silver products of this country and Mexico, 
which, put together, equals the product of the 
rest of the world, must have a decided stiffen- 
ing effect in a market from which England and 
her dependencies take half the remaining sup- 
ly. fepend that is the demand of the Latin 
inion, embracing countries whose inhabitants 
number 150,000,000. 

Therefore it appears that from the date of 
free coinage silver will be anything but a drug 
in the market, and even Germany’s hoard of 
demonetized thalers cannot long depress it; 
for in proportion to the, world’s present demand 
and its future demand, prospectively growing 
with the increase of commerce, the visible 
supply is none too large. 

Nor is there any cause for uneasiness on ac- 
count of she immense accumulation of silver 
in the orig@ptal countries, amounting, as Sen- 
ator Shera states, to $3,800,000,000. If this 
were suftici@Mt currency for the present needs 
of commerce, not tospeak of the future de- 
mand, we would not see India importing so 
many nillions of it every year.

COMPLAINING

About the Price of Beef and of Their 
Compelled to Pay Cash—Both 
Sides of the Story. 


There isa kick among the retail butchers. 

It is brought about by a raise in price and a 
refusal of the usual credit. 

The retailers buy their beef from branch 
houses of large western firms. They claim 
that heretofore, up to the first of January, 
they were accorded from two weeks to thirty 
days’ time in which to pay their bills. The 
first of the present month, however, the man- 
agers of the western beef companies inaug- 
urated a new scheme, advanced the price of 
beef 1 cent, and had stamped on their bills 
when presented for collection the following 
warning: ‘All bills payable on or 
before Monday next after date of 
sale.” The butchers say if their 
accounts are not settled. promptly, they are 
also blacklisted and are compelled to pay cash 
for beef. 

This the small dealers, who do a credit busi- 
ness, are unable to do, consequently it not only 
works a hardship upon them, but makes it im- 
perative that the consumer should pay them 
cagp, as the butchers cannot afford to carry the 
accounts of their customers for a week ora 
month, as has been the usual custom. 

About a week or so ago beef was advanced 

other cent, making a raise of 2 centsin a 
little over three weeks. This last advance 
still further intensified the dissatisfaction 
among the retail butchers. As a result 
of this “last raise, one prominent butcher, 
who heretofore handled very little beef, 
but made a specialty of hogs, withdrew his 
custom from the Atlanta Beef Company and 
in a spirit of retaliation commenced slaughter- 
ing Tennessee and Georgia-raised cattle, fur- 
nishing to the trade, as he claims, superior 
beef and at a lower price. 

The small dealers say that if this state of 
affairs continues they will be crowded to the 
wall and will have to gounder, The business 
will then be concentrated in the hands of 4 
few who have capital sufficient to carry the 
accounts of their customers from week to 
week, and the monopoly thus created will 
eventualy force the consumer to pay even 
bigger prices for beef. 

Mr. M. O. Baker, 
Atlanta Beef Company, 
CONSTITUTION reporter 
asked the cause of the advance in 
price and the refusal of longer credit, 
he said that it was perfectly legitimate. 

‘We have had great trouble and annoyance 
in collecting money from some of ‘he so-called 
kickers, ard in order to protect ourselves, had 
to act as we have done. As regards the raise 
in price, thatis perfectly natural. Grass cat- 
tle are now about done, and all stock now 
used for beef hasto befed on grain. Corn 
costs money, and asa result, we have to pay 
more for beef cattle now than during the 
early part of the winter. The ranchmen 
must have a profit as well asthe middlemen.

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A Rise in the Value of Silver will Operate in 
Favor of American Cotton 
and Wheat.

The interest in pending silver legislation 
acain brings prominently before the country 
the question of the effect of free coinage upon 
the price of cotton. 

It will be remembered that a good deal was 
gaid on this subject Jast fall when the passage 
of the bill directing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to buy each month 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver to be coined into standard dollars of 
4124 grains. The rapid rise in silver was 
much larger than had been expected, and the 
consequent drop back to the neighborhood of $1 
was not unexpected. Again there had been an 
oscillation and the price, pending further legis- 
Jation on the subject, seems to have settled in 
the neighborhood of 107. Even this sum is an 


>. edvance of 13 cents in former quotations, and 


this advance is not likely to be lost, for the

ect of free coinage, which is likely té take all

Therefore it appears that from the date of 
free coinage silver will be anything but a drug 
in the market, and even Germany’s hoard of 
demonetized thalers cannot long depress it; 
for in proportion to the, world’s presentdemand 
and its future demand, prospectively growing 
with the increase of commerce, the yisible 
supply is none too large. 

Nor is there any cause for uneasiness on ac- 
count of the immense accumulation of silver 
in the oriental countries, amounting, as Sen- 
ator Sherman states, to $3,800,000,000. If this 
were sufticient currency for the present needs 
of commerce, not tospeak of the future de- 
mand, we would not see India importing so 
many nillions of it every year. 

With all the lights before us there is little 
reason to doubt that the enactment of the 
Vest free coinage bill into law will cause 
a further rise in the rice of silver. 
This is evidently the opinion of business

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THE RETAIL BUTCHERS DO sOME 
COMPLAINING 


About the Price of Beef and of Their Be 
Compelied to Pay Cash—Both 
Sides of the Story. 


There isa kick among the retail butchers. 

It is brought about by a raise in price and & 
refusal of the usual credit. 

The retailers buy their beef from branch 
houses of large western firms. They claim 
that heretofore, up to the first of January, 
they were accorded from two weeks to thirty 
days’ time in which to pay their bills. The 
first of the present month, however, the man- 
agers of the western beef companies inaug- 
urated a new scheme, advanced the price of 
beef 1 cent, and had stamped on their biils 
when presented for collection the following 
warning: ‘All bills payable on or 
before Monday next after date of 
sale.”’ The butchers say if their 
accounts are not settled. promptly, they are 
also blacklisted and are compelled to pay cash 
for beef. 

This the small dealers, who dé a credit busi- 
ness, are unable to do, consequently it not only 
works a hardship upon them, but makes it im- 
perative that the consumer should pay them 
cash, as the butchers cannot afford to carry the 
accounts of their customers for a week or 4 
month, as has been the usual custom. 

About a week or so ago beef was advanced 

other cent, making a raise of 2 centsin a 
little over three weeks. This last advance 
still further intensified the dissatisfaction 
among the retail butchers. As a result 
of this “last raise, one prominent butcher, 


‘who heretofore handled very little beef, 


but made a specialty of hogs, withdrew his 
custom from the Atlanta Beef Company and 
in a spirit of retaliation commenced slaughter- 
ing Tennessee and Georgia-raised cattle, fur- 
nishing to the trade, as he claims, superior 
beef and at a lower price. 

The small dealers say that if this state of 
affairs continues they will be crowded to the 
wall and will have to gounder, The business 
will then be concentrated in the hands of a 
few who have capital sufficient to carry the 
accounts of their customers from week to 
week, and the monopoly thus created will 
eventualy force the consumer to pay even 
bigger prices for beef. 

Mr. M. O. Baker, 
Atlanta Beef Company, 
CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday. When 
asked the cause of the advance in 
price and the refusal of longer credit, 
he said that it was perfectly legitimate. 

‘‘We have had great trouble and annoyance 
in collecting money from some of *he so-called 
kickers, ard in order to protect ourselves, had 
to act as we have done. As regards the raise 
in price, thatis perfectly natural. Grass cat- 
tle are now about done, and all stock now 
used for beef hasto befed on grain. Corn 
costs money, and asa result, we have to pay 
more for beef cattle now than during the 
early -part of the winter. The ranchmen 
must have a profit as well asthe middlemen. 
That's all there is in it.”

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TALKING ABOUT REAL ESTATE. 


The real estate men are becoming much exercised 
over a new feature of the business which has re- 
cently been introduced by one or two questionable 
characters froma distance. There is one enter- 
prising gentleman, whois attracting to himself 
considerable notice of a not very flattering kind. 
It is claimed that this gentleman first appeared on 
the scene aS a_ self-declared capitalist of 
unlimited means, who wished to invest his 
money in Atlanta. After becoming acquainted 
with the different real estate firms a change came 
over the spirit of his dreame Three prominent 
real estate men told me that during the past week 
he has been laying round watching. When he 
found a deal was on foot he ingratiated himself 
with the would-be purchasers. His next step was 
to approah the agents and say to them, “What is 
there in it for me if this deal goes through?” In 
two instances where he was told that there was 
not 5cents in it for him he succeeded in break- 
ing up the trade. So far the real estate business 
has been kept clean in Atlanta and the men who 
are making their living out of it intend that it 
shall be kept clean in the future.

He has already received a coriial 
invitation to keep away from every first-class office 
in town. And if he fails to accept the 
invitation more vigorous steps will be taken.

2. If the sale which purported to convey the 

legal title of the plaintiffs tothe landin con- 
troversy was illegal, the legal title was still in 
them, and the law did not require them before 
bringing their action, to tender the defendant 
the amount of the purchase money he had 
paid for the land. It was therefore error to 
charge the jury that if the mother of the 
plaintiffs sold the land to the defendant and 
used the money received therefor in the sup- 
port of the plaintiffs or any of them, the 
plaintiffs could not recover unless they ten- 
dered back the amount of the purchase money 
prior to the bringing of the action, or unless he 
bad realized it from rents over and above the 
value of the improvements. 

3. The action was by some of the heirs-at- 
law of the deceased owner. The equitable 
plea of the defendant set up, among other 
things, that the land was sold at administra- 
tor’s sale to raise money for a year’s support 
jset apart by the ordinary for the widow and 
the minor children ; that the purchaser at that 
sale resold to the widow, who in turn sold to 
the defendant; that he was an innocent pur- 
chaser without notice of any defect or —_ 
larity, and that the purchase money paid by 
him was used for the support and maintenance 
of the widow and minor children. The plain- 
tiffs contended that the year’s support was not 
properly set apart, and that the sale wasillegal 
nad unauthorized. 

Held, that if it should appear at the next 
trial that the year’s support was properly set 
apart to the widow and minor children, and 
that the land was sold to raise money for the 
year’s support, and sold ata fair price, and 
the money was used by the widow and the 
minor children for their support and main- 
tenance; or, whether the year’s support was 
properly set apart ornot,if the other facts 
stated should appear, and it should also ap- 
pear that a amount thus paid by the de- 
fendant and used by the widow and minor 
children for their support and maintenance, 
was afair and reasonable amount to be al- 
lowed them fora year’s support, this would 
show an equity on the part of the defendant 
superior to the legal title of the plaintiffs. If it 
should appear, however, that the widow and 
only apart of the minor children used the 
money for theirsupport and maintenance, the 
other minor children receiving no benefit 
therefrom, the legal title of the latter would 
be superior to the defendant’s equity, and they 
might recover, although their co-plaintiffs 
could not. 49 Ga. 286; 38 Ga. 264; 82 Ga. 67. 

4. The specification in the bill of exceptions 
of the parts of the record material to a clear 
understanding of the errors complained of, 
does not include any demurrer to the declara- 
tion. The clerk therefore had no authority 
for certifying ahy such document as a part of 
the record; and neither the demurrer nor any 
rulings of the court thereon, nor any exception 
thereto entered pendente lite, can be consid- 
ered as authenticated so as to be properly be- 
fore this court. Acts 1889, p. 114.

‘Either by erroneous classification, or classi- 
fication obtained by the brick company and 
their subcontractors, by collusion with the 
subordinate engineers of the construction 
company, or some of them, the work of the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company has been over- 
estimated to the extent of at least $100,000 
and probably $150,000.” 

The declaration alleges that these words 
were falsely and maliciously written and pub- 
lished by the defendant of and concerning the 
plaintiff, who it was alleged was one of the 
subordinate engineers of the construction com- 
pany employed for and in charge of the classi- 
fication and estimating of the work of the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company; and that 
these words were intended by the defendant to 
charge and accuse the plaintiff with falsely 
and fraudulently colluding with the brick 
company and its subcontractors to cheat, de- 
fraud and swindle his employer, the construc- 
tion company; and the declaration avers ex- 
traneous facts to show that they had reference 
to him, and were so understood and received 
by those who read them and the public at 
large. Held, that the court erred in sustain- 
ing a demurrer to the declaration on the 
ground that the facts as stated therein did not 
make a cause of action sufficient in law to 
authorize a recovery against the defendant. 

(a) Even where the words used may at first 
sight appear only to apply to the subordinate 
engineers asaclass, and not to be specially 
defamatory of any particular one of them, still 
if the plaintiff can satisfy the jury that they 
referred especially to him, he woald be author- 
ized to maintain the action. Odg. L. & S,.127, 
130; 7 C. B. 251, 591; 1 H. L. Cas. 637; 13 Am. 
& Eng. Enc. lL. 391; Newell L. & 8S. 257; 
Towns. L. & S. 115. 

(b) It was unnecessary thata specific crime 
should be charged to enable the plaintiff to 
maintain his action. Charges m on one in 
reference to his trade, office or profession cal- 
culated to injure him therein are actionable, 
and no special damage is _ essential 
to support the action. Besides, the words, if 

written of and concerning the plaintiff, ac- 
cused him of an offense amounting at least to 
moral turpitude. Code, §§2974, 2977. 

(c) Nor does it make any difference that the 
words were put in the disjunctive, to-wit, “‘the 
subordinate engineers of the construction com- 
pany, orsome of them.’’ It may turn out on 
the trial that the expression ‘‘or some of them’’ 
was used because the writer did not mean that 
all were guilty, but that the plaintiff alone or 
with others was guilty.

AFTER A SHORT ILLNESS A LEAD- 
ING PHYSICIAN PASSES AWAY. 
A Prominent Scion of One of South Carolina's 
Oldest Families, Who Ranked Foremost 
in the Medical Profession. 


Tho news of the death of Dr. Edmond V. 
Joye yesterday evening was a shock to tho 
many warm friends who esteemed him s0 
highly. 

»« Only a few days ago ho was the very picture 
of robust health, and was on the street, busied 
with his professional duties, greeting his 
friends with his usual cordiality. 

Last Friday he was stricken with pneu- 
monia, and was forced to take his bed, at Mrs. 
DeJarnette’s, Nos. 19 and 21, West Cain 
street. ° 

Friends were notified of his illness, physi- 
cians were called in, and everything was done 
to add to his comfort and tosecare his recovery. 

But he grew worse and worse 
until his relatives in Charleston were 
notified, and his sister, Miss Lydia Joye, ar- 
rived Tuesday. He continued sinking until 
yesterday morning, when he breathed his 
last. 

The South Carolina Society was at once 
notified, and a number of the members and 
others of his friends hurried to his residence to 
offer their condolences and their services. 

A SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Dr. Edmond V. Joye came of one of the 
oldest and most aristocratic families of Charles- 
ton, S. C. : 

In that city he was born about forty-one 
years ago, and he was educated there. 

He chose the profession of medicine and 
graduaied with distinguished honorsas a phy- 
sician. 

During the war he entered the service of 
the confederacy, although but a youth, and 
there was no better soldier than young Edmond 
Joye. 

After the warhe went back to his home 
and soon made rapid headway in his profes- 
sion, and built up a very large practice. 

He was a man of broad charity, and of such 
a winning and genial disposition that he made 
warm friends and admirers in every walk of 
life. ‘7 

Two years ago he came to this city, and he 
stepped right into prominence as a physician, 
and took a prominent position socially. 

He was one of the founders of the South 
Corolina Society, and was elected secretary 
when it was organized, which position he has 
held ever since. 

He was appointed medical examiner for the 
Northwestern Mutual Aid Association, a 
Masonic beneficiary order, and of the 
Imperial Life Insurance Company. He 
was a member of the Confederate 
Veterans’ Association, and took an active part 
in its work. 

He was one of the first physicians to inaugu- 
rate the free dispensary movement, for the 
benefit of the poor, and in every work of 
charity he was ever foremost. 

HIS FAMILY. 

Dr. Joye was never married. For a long 
while he had apartments at the Kimball, but 
recently he obtained lodgings at the place 
where his death occurred. 

He leaves a widowed mother and a sister, 


| whose home is in Charleston. 


Dr. R. L. Palmer, of the Kimball house 
drug store, is a nephew, and studied under Dr. 
Joye, who looked after his rearing and educa- 
tion after the death of Dr. Palmer's father. 

To the bereaved ones the sincerest sym- 
pathies of the people of Atlanta go out, and 
the many friends who knew him so pleasantly, 
mourn the death of one who was true to every 
trust in lifs, 

The city loses one ofits brightest professional 
men, and one whose extensive Knowledge was 
of such great value in his profession. 

Thoroughly cultured and refined, he was one 
of the most delightful of men, socially, and 
his generous nature was full of all the traits 
that make up the perfect gentleman. The 
family are Unitarians in belief. 

The body was taken to Charleston for inter-

Mr. Thomas’s Funeral. 

The funeral of Mr. Charlie Thomas occurred 
at the residence of Mr. C. K. Buzbee yesterday 
niorning. 

The services were very largely attended by 
the friends of the family, and were very im- 
pressively conducted by Rev. T. P. Cleveland. 

Mr. Thomas was a young man of many ex- 
cellent qualities, and was greatly beloved by a 
large circle of friends who mourn his death.
